Copy of a Letter from Mr. Mneas Coffey^ Inspector General ot 
Excise, to Charles S. Hawthorne, Esq. &c. &c. &c. : — With nine 
Documents referred to in the said Letter. 



Custom-House Dublin, April 20th, 1819. 

SIR, 

I N obedience to your commands, I submit the following Obse^ations on the pro- 
gress which has been made in the suppression of Illicit Distillation, by the mea- 
sures pursued for the last five years. 

THE system of fining Townlands, &c. for illicit distillation, was revived in 1814 
after having been about three years suspended ; but the execution of the law depended 
on officers appointed by and removeable at the pleasure of the grand juries of the 
several counties. By these officers the duty of collecting the fines was grossly 
neglected in the principal smu^ling counties, and the law was in consequence 
almost a dead letter in those counties, until Parliament empowered the Board of 
Excise to appoint persons to levy the fines. 

This took place in 1 8 1 5 ; and during the latter part of that year and the beginning 
of 1816 the system was kept in active operation; but the great distresses created 
by the scarcity, and disease, with which the country was shortly afterwards afflicted, 
induced the Excise Board to abstain from a rigorous levy of fines at that period, 
and the more especially, as the illicit practices seemed in most counties to have 
received considerable check, in consequence of the active measures that had been 
adopted to suppress them. 

When the distresses of the times had in a great measure passed away, the Excise 
Board did not consider it adviseable to enforce an indiscriminate levy of the fines 
incurred for past offences ; instead of which they directed, in 181 8, a Notice to be 
issued by the respective Inspectors General, apprizing the inhabitants of the smug- 
gling districts, that whenever new offences should be detected on lands liable to fines 
for former misdeeds, the collection of those old fines would be forthw’ith enfoiced on 
such lands. Under the terms of this Notice, any levy of fines that may have 
recently taken place was carried on, and the people liable to old fines have been, in 
general, rendered so circumspect by this mode of proceeding, that very little indeed 
has been done in the actual levy of fines since the time ot scarcity before referred to, 
consequently the enemies of the measure have no pretence for alleging any hardship 
in its operation subsequent to the summer of 1816; while the advocates of the 
system have every reason to be satisfied with its efficacy in gradually suppressing 
the mischief it was intended to meet, without the necessity of recurring to extreme 
rigour in its general application This result sufficiently appears from the documents 
laid before Parliament last session by Mr. Peel, and from his speech ; and may be 
farther illustrated by a reference to other facts and arguments. 

During the years 1811,1812, and 1 813, while the fining system was not in existence, 
illicit distillation had found its way into the cultivated and champaign countries, 
and was making rapid progress over the whole lace ol the country. An inspection of 
Mr. Pentland’s return of the fines imposed in each year since 1813 will show, that the 
measure has most effectually crushed the growing evil iu those counties, and that 
even in counties of a different description, wherein the practice had not taken inve- 
terate root, it has been already very nearly exlirpaled, 
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2 (Ireland:) FURTHER PAPERS RELATING TO [Mr. Coffey's 
In some of tlie mountainous countries of Ireland, but particularly in the county of 
Donegal, illicit distillation has been carried on from time immemorial, and has been 
the principal occupation of almost the whole population for several generations. 
The suppression ot a practice so general and so ancient, must be considered as little 
short of a complete revolution in the habits and manners of the people, and it cannot 
be expected that any law, however vigorous, will effect such a change either suddenly 
or without exciting much clamour. The return just referred to, shows however that 
a great deal has been already accomplished by the fining system, even under these 
circumstances, that with the exception of two or tliree counties, there seems to be 
but little illicit distillation remaining in the country, when compared with its state 
.three or four years ago ; it should also be recollected, that the wilds and fastnesses 
of Donegal, Tyrone, &c. are so peculiarly adapted for the protection of illicit 
distillers, that it would perhaps be too much to expect the complete extinction of 
smuggling in these places, so long as there is any considerable duty on spirits. 

_ The improvement in the county of Donegal appears by the return to be par- 
ticularly satisfactory ; because, although not so rapid as in many other counties, it 
has been steady and regular, since the first enforcement of the fines; and as that 
county has been notoriously more obstinately devoted to smuggling practices than 
any other, this fact alone is sufficient to create confidence in the measure and induce 
N* 3. its continuance. The Return of fines imposed on the barony of Ennishowen, is a 
very remarkable instance of tlie success of the system ; the number of fines at the 
last two assizes was twenty, viz. seven at summer assizes 1 Si 8, and thirteen * at the 
arizes just past ; while at the corresponding assizes four years ago the number was 
Vide Return laid six hwidred and fourteen, \\z. at summer assizes 18:4 ttvo kimdred and sixty-one 
Smmras hundred and fifty-three. The returns from 

1818. ’ the permit-office will also show that large quantities of legal spirits are now per- 

4. mitted into that barony every month, a thing never known until within these three 
Vide also Return or four years, and which is the more importantj because instead of importing legal 
Coram^B SeSn^ consumption, the inhabitants of Ennishowen had been in Sie 

1818, of which practice of supplying a great part of the. north of Ireland with spirits illicitly dis- 
4 is a con- tilled. The quantity permitted into Ennishowen, in the twelve months ending 5th 
tinuance. March last, was twelve thousand eight hundred and five gallons. 

There are now at work, in and immediately adjoining the county of Donegal 
Gather - • 150 distilleries, all of which have been erected subsequent to the revival of 

Stewart - - 273 pystem, and on the faith of the protection which that system affords them. 

I.eathein - 150 These distilleries consume at least eight hundred barrels of grain per week while at 
Robison - - 85 work ; and the only plausible extenuation of the guilt of illicit distillation in Donegal, 
M'lnty're'-"- 87 '^ant of a market for barley, is now entirely removed. If the landed in- 

terest of that county still continues its clamour, it is not for want of a legitimate 

market, but for want of that unlawful bounty on corn which it was in the habit of 
See Return. deriving from the practice of illicit distillation, and which caused every law, impos- 
ing a duty on sphits, to operate as a corn law, for the encouragement of the agricul- 
ture of Donegal. 

The whole of that county is comprised within the districts of Londonderry, 
K» 5. Strabar.e, and Sligo. The annexed Return of the quantity of Irish spirits charged 
with duty in, and permitted into tiiese districts, during the last eight years, will give 
a tolerably accurate idea of the increased consumption of legal spirits in tliese 
districts since the revival of the fining system. 

The revenue on spirits has at all times been more injured by illicit distillation in 
the province of - Ulster than in any otlier. A Return of the quantity of Irish spirits 
H.g, charged with duty in that province, during the last eight years, shows a vciy re- 
markable increase since the re-enactment of the still-fine laws, and is a convincing 
proof of their efficacy. 

The amount of the duty on Irish spirits, in the year ended 5th January last, is 
about nineteen per cent greater than in tlie preceding year. The revenue on malt, 
which equally suffers by illicit distillation, has improved to the amount of nearly 
thirty per cent in the same period; facts which give strong evidence in favour of 
the system novy pursued.

Some persons propose to get rid of illicit distillation without the severity of the 
fining system, by dispersing small licensed stills throughout the country. On this 
it may be observed, that the present laws allow small stills to be licensed in the 
smuggling districts, under regulations much more favourable to their working than 
those by which the duties are collected from large distilleries. The erection of such 
small stills is only prevented in places which are already supplied with legal spirits 
by the great distilleries, and where of course the existence of small stills would not 
tend to the suppression of illicit distillation, yet would be a breach of faith with the 
gi'eat distillers. Many of these small stills have been erected, and the number is 
iiicreasing under the present system. In the year 1813 (ending 5th January 1814) 
tijere were but three stills of this description licensed in Ireland, viz. one at Kilkenny, 
one at Carrickfergus, and one at Lonf^ord. Even of these the last only was in an 
illicit distilling district ; and that at Carrickfergus was not erected until after the 
re-enactment of the townland fining law. The year’s produce of these stills was 
15,802 gallons of spirits, duty 4,279/. 14J, -id. In the year just ended 5th January 
1819, there were twelve small stills worked, and all the new ones have been erected 
in the illicit distilling districts. These stills produced, in the year, 390,281 gallons 
of spirits, and paid a duty of 1 16,271 /. 4J. ifrf. There are at this moment thir- 
teen small stills licensed for the current year, and a fourteenth whose requisites for 
obtaining licence are in progress ; the •weekly duty payable by these stills amounts 
to upwards of 4,600/. and this almost entirely collected in districts which formerly 
paid no revenue on spirits. Many more small stills will certainly be erected, if 
the present system be continued. Many more would indeed have before now been 
erected, but for the continual dread of a repeal of the fining system, w'hich is enter- 
tained by those persons who feel inclined to embark their property in the distillery 
trade. 

But the persons above alluded to, who recommend the dispersion of small dis- 
tilleries throughout the country, object to the laws under which they are at present 
worked ; because, for the security of the revenue, each still is charged with duty 
for a certain moderate* quantity of spirits while at work ; whereas these gentlemen 
require that the small stills should be unconditionally licensed, and that the state 
should depend for its revenue on whatever quantity of spirits might be discovered 
to have been made, by actual survey.f There can be no doubt but that hundreds, 
perhaps thousands of persons would set up licensed stills on these easy terms, but 
it might be difficult to devise means of surveying them without an immense increase 
of the number of revenue officers : and after all, the revenue would have nothing to 
trust to but the vigilance and honesty of those officers, whom the suggestors of this 
new plan represent as being universally corrupt. 

The plan is not, however, nezv. It was the law of Ireland until 1781, and the 
ruin that would probably result to the revenue from again resorting to it, may 
be collected from an inspection of the annexed account of the number of stills 
licensed in Ireland in the year 1779, quantity of spirits appearing, by the 

revenue accounts, to have been distilled on an average by each in the year, and 
also the average annual profit of each distiller, supposing the revenue to have got 
a true account of the quantity distilled. The number of these stills was 1,152, none 
of which w'cre less than 200 gallons content, and in general they were larger. In 
a pamphlet on the distillery trade of Ireland, published in 1 780, the distillers’ profit 
on a gallon of spirits is estimated at three pence, and taking into consideration the 
then low price of spirits, and tlie number of competitors manufacturing them, the 
estimate seems sufficiently high. Now, according to this calculation, it appears, 
that in most of the country districts, the manufacturers who worked a still of from 
200 to 400 gallons content, derived a gross profit from his trade of from two pounds 
to Jive pounds sterling per annum I 

Such was the effect of endeavouring to collect the revenue on spirits in Ireland 
by survey alone, even when the duties were low, and the stills of large content. 
What it would be under the present high rate of duty, were every peasant autho- 
rized to keep a still of forty gallons content, may be readily conjectured.

Indeed the evils attendant on licensing Stills of the description now called for by 
the gentlemen connected with the smuggling counties, was perceived by the Irish 
parliament much longer since than seems to be generally imagined. It has been 
already mentioned that no still was licensed in 1 779 of less content than 200 gallons, 
and it should be added, that no smaller still coicld at that time be licensed ; for so 
early as the reign of George 2, Parliament saw the impossibility of protecting the 
revenue if very small stills were licensed under a mere system of survey. The statute 
of the 33 Geo. 2, cap. 10, contains a clause to the following effect : 



“ And whereas it has been found that permitting distillers to distil in stills 
“ of small dimensions has enabled them to commit the said frauds, and also to 
“ distil in a fraudulent manner of bad materials, and sell the same at a low 
“ price, to the manifest encouragement of drunkenness and all sorts of 
“ disorders, to the great detriment of the health of His Majesty’s subjects ; 
“ Be it Enacted, &c. That from and after the 24th June 1 760, no person shall 
“ have keep or make use of any Still for the making of spirits or strong 
“ waters for sale, which shall not contain at least two hundred gallons, on pain 
“ of forfeiting the same and one hundred pounds.” 

Another very great mistake seems to prevail generally among those gentlemen 
who make most outcry against the townland fines, as to the period when that measure 
was first adopted. They seem fond of imputing its origin to the Imperial Parliament, 
and they express their “persuasion that it could never have been sanctioned by 
“ either House of Parliament, had the British members been better acquainted with 
“ Ireland*.” It may therefore be proper to observe, that the measure originated 
with the Irish Parliament in 1783, by the statute of 23 and 24 of George 3, 
cap. , which imposed a fine of twenty pounds on the parish wherever an unli- 
censed still was seized. That it was first suspended and then repealed by the 
Imperial Parliament in i8jo and 1812, and revived on the recommendation of a 
Committee appointed to enquire into the state of illicit distillation in Ireland 
in 1813. 

Upon the whole. Sir, I have no hesitation in stating it as my opinion, that the 
repeal of the present laws for suppressing illicit distillation would be attended with 
most serious consequence to the public. In the numerous applications to the Board 
from the inhabitants of townlands for relief against the levy of still .fines, they uni- 
formly offer to abstain from illicit distillation so long as the present laws exist ; their 
repeal, therefore, would liberate those people from their engagements ; which have 
been, for the most part, corroborated by their oath. The low and cultivated country, 
now almost entirely freed from the mischief, and kept so by the mere terror of the 
system, would be again inundated by illicit distillation, in spite of all the efforts.of 
the revenue to repress it ; the small stills erected on the faith of the existing laws 
must be abandoned, and the proprietors would be ruined, the legal spirits would be 
driven out of consumption by the illicit, the revenue would suffer to an incalculable 
amount, and the country would return to that state in which it was when the still 
fine system was revived, as I have just mentioned, but without any means to recur to, 
that at least I can foresee, calculated to meet the mischief that would thus be 
created.

Notice to the Inhabitants of the 

THE Collector of Still Fines regrets to find, that the Inhabitants of many parts of the 
have not duly appreciated the lenity which has been shown 
them in the levy of Fines, during the last two years ; and that illegal distillation, malting 
without license, and the illegal sale of spirits, are still carried on in several places throughout 
and being determined, as far as in his power lies, to 
put an immediate stop to those practices, he hereby gives notice, that he will forthwith 
proceed to levy the outstanding still fines, or an adequate proportion thereof, oft" all Town- 
lands, &c. where the same shall continue to exist, and upon which fines have been imposed 
in the present or preceding year; and that he will continue to do so upon every fresh detec- 
tion of Illicit Distillation, more especially on those districts, where illegal malting and the 
unlicensed sale of spirits prevail. He trusts this notice will have its due effect with the 
people, and that they will see the necessiij', not only of immediately desisting from their 
illicit pursuits, but of contributing, by their own exertion, to suppress these illegal 
practices.
